The walls 
of the canyon are nearly perpendic- 
ular, and yet aloni? tlie face of Flattie- 
snake .Mountain the Ueclatiiatioii .Ser- 
vice of the Department of the Inter- 
tor blasted from the solid rock a 
splendid road eight miles long.
